4IOW TO 11 ANO PICTURES. 
In regard to the hanging of pictures, a 
few cardinal principles should 'not be lost 
sight of. Pictures are made to lie seen. 
They should not be hung so high that one 
has to stretch one’s neck to -see them. 
A 
picture highly worked up in detail should 
lie closer to the eye than t strong, broad 
composition, in which all parts of the com­ 
position are put in in masses. 
Family 
pictures should lie confined to family rooms. 
The light on a picture should come from 
the same side as the light in a picture. 
Pictures on the line of sight should be 
hung flat on the w all; those above the 
line of sight may for convenience of in­ 
spection be tilted slightly forward. Large, 
heavy frames should never be tilted for­ 
ward directly above sofas or chairs that 
are close to the wall. They always seem 
dangerous. 
It is not pleasant to have the 
consciousness of a two hundred jwund man 
just over one’s head, and his whole body 
swung out of thecenterof gravity. Grouiw 
of pictures are only effective when there 
is harmony of subject, of color, and of 
fitness in tiie framing. 
Old 
paintings 
and new ones almost 
always 
injure 
each other when hung close together. 
Few pictures should be hung in 
the 
dining-room, and care should be taken in 
the selection of the subjects. 
The writer 
was once obliged to take his dinner with 
an Oriental executioner and a decapitated 
victim on one side of him, and a lugubri­ 
ous Christian martyr by Max on the other. 
It was almost as distressing as a crucifixion 
in a billiard room or the death of Marat in 
a bath-room, 
it is.not appetizing to have 
realistic pictures of dead fish in the dining­ 
room, nor does it add to the cheerfulness 
of a parlar to give “ The Death lied of 
Abraham 
Lincoln” a prominent place. 
Glazed pictures should never be hung op­ 
posite a window, as tliov are sure to reflect 
ihe light disagreeably. 
Masonic certifi­ 
cates, cerlifu ates of membership in a mis­ 
sionary society, etc.; are not pic lures at all, 
no matter how much ornamented. 
They 
are purely personal alliiirs, and should not 
be framed or hung at all. 
They interest 
nobody but the owner and his dearest 
friends, and are almost never ornamental. 
One should not be egotistical in his pict­ 
ures any more than in his conversation. 


B E A U T Y A N D ITS P R E S E R V A T IO N . 
Grief, as well as all agitation of the 
mind, is detrimental to beauty. Too much 
excitement of the tear duets dime the eyes, 
and traces of the working of the passions 
are. left upon the face. Those persons who 
are happily gifted with au equable temper­ 
am ent grow old much less quickly than 
those whose dispositions are the reverse. 
Girls sometimes bite and suck their lip-¡ in 
order to make them rod. 
It ir- a foolish 
habit, which may injure their shape. 
Ilrvness and cracking of the li¡w, as well 
as 
fever sores,” are usually due to a dis­ 
ordered stomach. 
Persons liable to such 
troubles should apply to their lips every' 
night a salve of glycerine mixed with lard, 
which is the best application known for 
that purpose.

T H E V ERY I.ATEST CRAZE. 
The leaf album orase is turning the 
heads of romantic young ladies through the 
United States. 
This paper, wishing to 
keep up with the times, has, after consid­ 
erable trouble succeeded in obtaining a 
statement of the process of printing, which 
is as follows: 
First, collect a lot ol 
“ turned” autumn Icaves; then get. a slab 
of plate glass and spread upon it a daub of 
printers’ ink ; then get a small roller, such 
as printers use, pik! roll it over the ink 
until the glass is equally covered; then lay 
the leaf—clean and freshly gathered—on 
the inked glass, and carefully draw the 
roller over it. 
Next lift the leaf hv the 
stalk—using considerable tenderness be­ 
cause of fragility of the subject—and place 
it between a folded sheet of paper, miff rub 
gentlv all over it, being careful not to 
alter its position. Then take the leaf out 
and you should have a beautiful, clean im­ 
pression of both the front and back. 


HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 
The newest sofa cushions are made 
three-quarters of a yard square and are 
filled with tine feathers instead of down, 
l ’lush forms one side, and tine felt cloth 
the other. 
When you have 110 flowers with which 
to brighten your dining-room, a touch of 
color may be given by using bright bor­ 
dered napkins 0 11 the sideboard shelves, 
under glasses and silverware.

Efforts to P rotect Gam e— D entistry A p ­ 
plied to Qnarrelsom e Ftsh—Etc- 
There is quite a strong movement In 
New Y'ork to protect the game of the 
State, and as is always the case, the efforts 
to protect are met with active opposition 
hy those from whom the game need protec­ 
tion. The game dealers of course are anx­ 
ious to always have game to sell, and hence 
are often favorable to the side of the illicit 
game-shooters. 
The Forest and Stream, 
referring to the movement in that State, 
says: 
The game dealers have huge refrig­ 
erators iu which they can store game and 
keep it indefinitely. 
They are very anx­ 
ious now to have license to cram these 
warehouses with all the game they can 
secure in open season and then sell it in 
the clase season. They are also anxious 
to arrange the laws so that the cold-storage 
warehouses 
can 
l>e utilized 
to cloak 
the 
traffic 
in 
game 
killed 
out of 
season. 
W hen they 
gain 
the right 
to 
load 
up 
their 
refrigerators 
with the spoils secured hy the market- 
hunters iu the open season, and the oppor­ 
tunity to receive and dispose of game killed 
wherever it can be killed by the mark'-t- 
hunters in the close season, they will be 
satisfied. They set out to do tiiis some 
years ago. 
The seivices of a New Y’ork 
lawyer were secured. He was ostensibly an 
ardent game protector ; and under his en­ 
gineering the famous, or infamous, re­ 
frigerator amendment was put forward as 
if coming from the Long Island sportsmen. 
This was a cunning scheme, but we exposed 
the nature of the bill, and it was killed. 
The next year a like bili was presented, 
and this was also killed. 
The other day 
tho game dealers, apparently distrusting 
their “ sportsmen ” allies, formed a society 
of tiieir own, anil 111 a half-horse and half­ 
alligator title for it announced that it was 
for the protection of game and game deal­ 
ers. 
The game protection part was rank 
hypocrisy. The game dealer protection 
part was sincere. 
They suliecribed a fund 
of money, hired a lawyer, and have pre­ 
pared a bill which was introduced by Mr. 
Church, of Queens, last Tuesday. This 
make» it allowable to sell game all the 
year around, provided it be killed outside 
of the Htate. The latter clause is intended 
to blind the public. 
W ith »m !i ¡1 law the 
game of tiiis State will be sold whenever it 
can be captured. The Adirondack deer, 
the Long Island woodcock, the grouse and 
the quail wili be given no re«t until ex­ 
terminated. The Church bill is iniquitous. 
It ought never to come buck from the com­ 
mittee. 
FISII DENTISTRY. 
The gist of a story told by Seth Green 
in the American Angler, is contained in the 
following: “ Chancing to glance at the fish 
in an aquarium in the window of a 0 0 :1- 
fectionery establishment in Rochester, N. 
Y., i noticed that all the fish but one bore 
scars of conflict. The fish were California 
and brook trout, and the injurie» were in­ 
flicted by one of the former. 
It seems that 
one of the trout was of h sour, quarrelsome 
disposition, and had been in the habit of 
worrying ihe others persistently. 
I sug­ 
gested the removal of the offending trout, 
as we are occasionally troubled bv such 
fellows among the trout in the Caledonia 
fish-ponds, and the usual remedy is to spear 
and make an end of the would-be destroyer 
of his fellow-eompanions. One of these 
quarrelsome trout would otherwise wound 
and cause the death of a large number of 
others. 
But the proprietor objected to 
adopting

suggested, and 
trouble 
continued 
to 
exist 
in 
the 
aquarium. 
I revisited the establishment a 
day or two subsequently. 
Procuring a 
pair of pinchers, 1 took (he big trout from 
the water and extracted it» teeth, and 
tiioee 
that 
could 
not 
lie 
drawn, 
I cut down with a knife, exercising as 
much ñire as ¡H-si-ible, t-o as no* to injure 
the fish by handling. The offending fish, 
although apparently none the worse for 
the operation, ceased to attack his com­ 
panions. 
I will say that the teeth of trout 
a re not used for the mastication of food, 
but are intended to aid the fish in main­ 
taining hold of it? prey. 
Trout in jtonds 
a id acquariume have therefore ho actual 
need of teeth, for the reason that they are 
not obliged to seek their own food. The 
experiment I expected would result in the 
death of the fish, but I was happily disap­ 
pointed.” 
M ACKEREL FTSHIX » . 
A largely-attended meeting of the Mas­ 
sachusetts Fish and Game Protective Asso­ 
ciation was held in Boston a few days since, 
when Edward E. Small delivered an en­ 
tertaining address upon mackerel fishing. 
He described the habits, migrations and 
causes of the migration of the mackerel, 
and the various methods of capturing 
them from the infancy of the fishing in­

RAILWAY EDUCATION. 


The subject of irrigation has been the 
one perplexing question before the Legis­ 
lature. 
It is not to be denied by any one 
that. Cite ne-'ri of a safe system of irrigation 
is a great one in many sections of the 
State. 
In establishing such a system, 
however, the Legislature has found itself 
beset by two apparently conflicting inter­ 
ests, technically known as those of the ap- 
propriators 
and 
the riparianists. 
The 
equities of each have 1 ieen freely debated— 
we may say too freely discussed, since in­ 
temperate heat has awakened antagonisms 
that should not be stimulated. 
We have 
believed, and do believe, that the Legisla­ 
ture would iiave been nearer a wise solu­ 
tion of the problem to-day had it been 
bailgered less by passionate debates in the 
press and elsewhere. 
It is a question to 
which must be brought the calmest delib­ 
eration and the profoundcst wisdom. 
Nu 
legislator need be shamed in the confes­ 
sion 
that 
it 
is 
perplexing 
and 
in­ 
volved in doubt. 
Its 
final 
settlement 
must 
be 
the 
result 
of 
concessions 
and 
compromises. 
Wc 
believe 
these 
all possible, and that the interests now at 
war may be adjusted so as to give to the 
riparian owner for his needs, and to the 
irrigator a just quota of water ; or, as one 
correspondent has suggested, so to merge 
interests as to distribute the water with a 


reason for teaching girls as boys in the art. 
The schools, by reason of the multiplicity 
of studies crowded into them, are neglect­ 
ing the elocution of reading. 
Good read­ 
ers among pnpils of the common schools 
are exceptional. 
Iastead of eliminating 
elocution from the common school enrri- 
culum, we hold it to be essential—one of 
the fundamental branches. 
It is an abso­

It 
follows 
that 
they 
should 
l>e 
taught to read effectively— to interpret, in 
other words— and this is the highest form 
of elocution as contradistinguished from 
oratory. 
Gesticulation—which the Cull 
holds to be uselessly taught, since nature 
is the best teacher of appropriate gesture— 
is not necessarily a part in the teaching of 
elocution. 
It is one of the graces of that 
art. 
The highest form of elocution is ex ­ 
pression, and that is cue of the things in 
which art may improve upon nature— in 
which school teaching is backward. 
The 
ready, expressive and graceful reader is in 
large part well educated. 
The error into 
which our contemporary falLs is in con­ 
founding elocution and oratory, and'in the 
assumption that so much of elocutionary 
art as is taught in the schools is aimed at 
the makiug of public speakers. 
W hile 
every citizen in a republic should l>e sntfi- 
ciently cultured iu the art to express him­ 
self as a sovereign in the councils of the 
sovereignty, whether it be a trade cham­ 
ber, a ward meeting or the hulls of legis­ 
lation, we do not know of any sclu-ols sup­ 
ported by public funds where elocution is 
taught with a view to that culture. 
Hut 
it is, or should be, taught to such an ex ­ 
tent as to make the children of both sexes 
fluent, expressive and cfióctive readers, to 
say nothing of the cultivation of the art of 
reading equally as well from memory.

WASHINGTON’S MONUMENT. 


D I E H IG H E S T STR U C TU R E EREC T­ 


ED BY HUMAN HANDS. 


A n I n te r e s tin g D e s c rip tio n o f th e 
F a m o u s C o lu m n —Its C o n s tru c ­ 
tio n , D e d ic a tio n , E tc . 


George W ashington was lo rn 158 years 
ago (February 22, 1732,) in W estm oreland 
county, Ya. 
He died December 14, 1799 
aged (37 years, 9 montii3 and 22 days. 
H e 
was appointed G eneral of the American 
Revolutionary A rm y April 19, 1775, and 
having accomplished his work, resigned 
Ills commission December 23, 1783. 
H e 
was inaugurated President A pril 30, 1789, 
re-elected four years after, and finally re­ 
tired to his M ount Vernon farm in 1797, 
two years before his death, w hich took 
place w hile he was yet in full vigor, 
through having taken a cold during a 
severe storm . Of his services to the country 
we. need not speak here. 
As early as 1783 
Congress voted to erect an equestrian 
sta tue of W ashington, but it was not done. 
On December 24, 1799, ten days after 
his death, it was voted to raise a m arble 
monument, and sundry i»oves toward it 
were made afterwards, but nothing was 
actually done. 
In 1833, 


A MONUMENT SOCIETY 
W as started, and subscriptions lim ited to 
? i each, were invited. 
To this fund many 
of us now living rem ember having con­ 
tributed our boyhood dollars. 
B ut only 
$37,000 were collected up to 1S47. 
On 
Ju ly 4, 1848, th e corner-stone was laid. 
But the work dallied along, for want, of 
funds, and during six years, it rose only 152 
feet, a t a cost of $230,000 from sul>scrip- 
tions. 
Owing to some dissensions among 
those having the m atter in charge, and 
other causes, the work was suspended, and 
un to and during the war, and years after, 
until a pretty full settlem ent of tbe ques­ 
tions involved in the contest and which 
brought it on, the unfinished shaft stood as 
a fitting symbol of the still uncompleted 
work begun by W ashington-—the consoli­ 
dation of our States into one strong, sin­ 
gle-headed and single-purposed, free people. 


THE DESIGN AND STRUCTURE. 
Twenty-one 
years 
passed 
thus— the 
periud from infancy to manhood. In 1876, 
the centennial year of our independence, 
and almost the first, if not the first, year of 
our real consolidation as a great, harm oni­ 
ous, free nation—Congress took the monu­ 
m ent in cl large, appropriated $200,000, and 
followed this w ith some $700,000 more in 
subsequent years, m aking the M a i cost 
about $1,200,000. 
The close of 1884 w it­ 
nessed its substantial completion, the cap- 
stono having been put in place December 
last, and the dedication took place last 
Saturday, as February 22d fell on Sunday. 
T he first design embraced a grand circular 
colonnade building around the base, 250 
feet in diam eter, 150 feet high, and a vast 
rotunda with th irty massive columns, sur­ 
mounted w ith an entablature 20 feet high, 
and a 15-foot balustrade above. 
B ut this 
base was removed and the plain form 
adopted. 


FORM AND sir.E OF COLUMN. 
The form is closely modeled after the 
obelisks, several 
of which have been 
transferred from E gypt to Koine and Paris, 
and one to New York city ; but in com­ 
parative size, the largest obeli-k is a very 
dim inutive affair. 
T he W ashington mon- 
nm cnt is a single shaft, 55J feet on each 
side at the ground surface; 34 feet 5] 
inches at 500 feet high, from which it 
tapers one-tenth of the entire bight, being 
a t the top 555> feet above tlie sill. 
The 
form is so well proportioned th a t one look­ 
ing at it as it stands, or at a picture of it, 
gets but a faint conception of its m agni­ 
tude. 
Measure off on the ground a space 
of 55 feet, nearly 31 rods, or over 18 paces 
wide a t one end, and two rods wide at the 
other, and in length nearly a tenth of a 
m ile, or 331 rods, or 185 paces. 


CONCERNING ITS HIGIÍT. 
Im agine a square stone covering all this 
ground, raised to a perpendicular, upon its 
larger end, and standing before you. 
As 
another help to a <-oiiception of its size, 
think of its liase as having the dimensions 
of a house or barn 55 feet square. 
A bun- 
dred men, of average bight, standing 
c i;iist !(., side, one on the head of an­ 
other, could hardly reach t lie top. T he sill 
is 19 feet above the surrounding ground, 
so th at the real bight of the m onum ent 
m ight lie called 572 feet. 
T he apex is 597 
feet above low water in the Potom ac river, 
which the monument looks down upon. 


CONSTRUCTION AND MATERIAL. 
Its walls at the base are 15 feet and 1 
inches thick, leaving an interior opening 
25 feet square. A t 500 feet the high wall.sarc 
11 feet thick, and the interior about 31 
feet square. 
T he two doors on two oppo­ 
site sides of tbe base, and two doors or 
lookouts on each side of the cap arc the 
only openings. 
T he interior is lighted by 
electricity and an elevator carries visitors 
up. 
T here is also an interior iron stair­ 
way of short flights along th e north and 
.south walls w ith cross platforms between— 
900 steps in all. 
T he entire outside, above 
100 feet, consists of regular blocks ot w hite 
m ar 4c. 
Sonic of the base blocks arc white 
sandstone which resemble marble. 
These 
blocks present an outer surface of four to 
nine feet long, and are, we believe, uni­ 
formly twenty-four inches thick. 
T his 
marble is from M aryland. 
E xcept tiiis 
outer layer, the walls are of New England 
granite and stone masonry up to 452 feet; 
aimvc th at m arble alono 


FOUNDATION AND WEIGHT. 
The foundation Is 80 feet square a t the 
bottom, covering 6,400 feet, or one-seven ill 
of an in re. 
It is of blue gneiss rock, and 
extends below the lloor 23J feet. 
T he 
concrete (1 part cement, 2 parts sand and 
4 parts of broken stone) stands a pressure 
of a I «nit a ton, or 1,900 pounds to th e square 
inch, h\ :ii tied c\p* riinent. 
T here are 9,­ 
613 of the marble blocks above the white 
sandstone. 
The weight of the foundation 
and earth upon it is 8*1,912 tons; of the 150 
fis t of the old {Hirtion, 22,373 to n s; of the 
non jiortion of the shaft, 21,260 to n s; of 
pyram iding 300 to n s; iron stair frame, 
275 tons. 
Total weight, 81,120 tons, or 
162,240,000 ¡«Hinds. 


T h e llu r- tin g o f th e M o n soon. 
Life in India would ho impossible w ith­ 
out its monsoons, and the ¡leriodic ap­ 
proach of one of these great rain-storm s is 
always hailed there w ith delight. 
The 
southwest 
monsoon 
sots 
in 
generally 
toward the end of A pril, the steady wind 
sweeping up from the Indian Ocean and 
c a r r y i n g with it dense volumes of vapor, 
w hich slowly collect in dark masses of 
cloud a« they approach the continent. 
From Adam's Peak in the Isle of Spices, 
rig h t along the Eastern and Western 
G hauts and t i c Nilgiria, every hill-top i> 
gradually shrouded in mist, instead of 
standing out clear and sharp against the 
sky. 
D arker and denser become the cloud 
musses; the horizon assumes a heavy load 
appearance, sometimes kindling into « 
lurid glare—answering to the sense of op­ 
pression, both mental and physical, which 
acoompanies it. 
T he atm osphere becomes 
“ close” and oppressive alike to m a n and 
b e a st; but the heat is borne with patience, 
for relief is at hand. 
Flashes of lightning 
play from cloud to cloud, and heavy thundei 
reverberates through the heavens; the 
w ind suddenly springs up into a tempest, 
rind along the shore the w hite waves are 
1 >,-<■■ 1 in foam against the rocks or over 
t ’n • burning sand. 
Then a few great dro¡*> 
of ruin fall, like balls of lend, from the ap­ 
parently leaden sky ; the forked lightuing 
,% changed to sheet» of light,and suddenly 
th e flood-gates of heaven are opened and 
xsoi rain, but sh.ets of water are poured 


forth, refreshing the parched earth, carry­ 
ing fertility over the surface of the coun­ 
try, filling the wells and natural reservoirs 
with a fresh store, and replenishing the 
dw indling rivers and streams. 
The whole 
earth seems suddenly recalled 
to life. 
Vegetation may almost be seen to grow, 
and from th e baked mud of the river 
banks emerge countless fishes which for 
weeks or m onths before have lain there in 
torpor.—[A lden’s Juvenile Jem . 


The Cyprus Locust. 
Fancy an English farm er turning out 
after breakfast and adm iring his six-acre 
field of wheat, deliciously green, about two 
feet high. 
Fancy him, too, coming home 
to dinner at noon and seeing this same 
field as bare as his hand. 
T his is not ex ­ 
aggeration, but a plain matter-of-fact illus­ 
tration of what may lie seen any spring 
where Cyprus locusts abound. 
W e have 
had the locusts w ith us always. 
In the 
old, old days, they were sent by the gods; 
in less rem ote times they were a dispensa­ 
tion of Providence. 
They came and went, 
and nolsxly every thought of trying if 
som ething could not be done to stop their 
ravages. 
U nder Turkish rule, of course, 
this feeling was intensified by the fatalism 
peculiar to th eir faith. 
It was kism et and 
there was nothing to lie done. 
B ut even 
M ahometans in tim e cannot escape alto­ 
gether the influence of W estern ideas, and 
some th irty years ago it occurred to Osman 
Pasha, the Governor or Cyprus, to try and 
mako head against the scourge which de­ 
vastated the island. 
H e was earnest in 
the cause, but unfortunately died before 
his measures could possibly have had any 
effect. 
H is successors, as a rule, talked a 
groat deal, but, after the m anner of their 
race, did nothing. 
A tax was imposed 
on the peasants, which was to be devoted 
to the purchase and destruction of locusts’ 
eggs. 
T his was all very w e ll; but, as the 
officials helped themselves to from 50 
to 90 per cent, of the money collected, very 
little impression was made on the swarms. 
And then, again, as three parts sand and 
one p art eggs did duty as eggs, it is not to 
be wondered at th a t the insects are as 
plentiful as ever.— [Chambers’ Journal. 


R E C O R D S O F R A I N F A L L .

SlIINGLE SPRINGS. 
The following rainfall tables were compiled by Sergeant Barwick from data fur­ 
nished him by Mrs. J. Carney, of Carson City, Nev. The observations of rainfall were 
taken by her rather, Doctor J. It. Edwards, ail old pioneer citizen of Sacram ento county; 
1849 and 18-50 were taken at M ormon Island, Sacram ento county ; the rem aining years 
the rainfall was taken about two m iles from Shingle Springs, El Dorado county,' and 
cover a period of eighteen years for that p o in t; and two years at M ormon Island.’ This 
gives El Dorado county a good rainfall record. This table, from 18.50 to 1808, and Sam ­ 
uel Hale s, of Placerville, from 1874 to ISs-t, m akes nearly tw enty-eight years of rainfall 
records for that co u n ty :

several weeks ago, and they began dying 
off at the rate of about one a day, the ani­ 
mals dropping off very quickly after ex­ 
hibiting the first symptoms ot the disease. 
M ilt Polk, who has charge of the ranch, 
immediately took steps for preventing the 
I further spread of the malady by the adop- 
; tion of the following rem edy: Equal parts 
of sulphur, saltpeter, garlic, assafcetida 
and lard, beaten up together and made 
im o a paste, which, being made into balks 
about the size of a large buckshot, one was 
introduced in the side of the neck of each 
animal by making a small opening iu the 
hide and loosening it downward from the 
incision, thus forming a small pocket, into 
which the ball of paste was thrust. 
The 
animals were then turned loose upon the 
sim e ground from which they had been 
gathered, and treated iu every rosr-ect as 
they had been before. 
It is now over two 
weeks since the treatment, and not a single 
ease of the disease has developed. 
The 
test was thorough, and certainly seems to 
have boeu a perfect success.— [Exchange.

C h a n g e in th e S ty le o f h o s e s . 
Several weeks ago an engraviugof a con- 
trivauoe for straightening crooked noses 
was published. 
It now appears that a 
Frenchman invented a machine some years 
ago for changing the style of noses, by 
which it is said lie amassed quite a fortune. 
A representative of the Philadelphia 7Vt« s 
recently interviewed a surgeon on the sub­ 
ject, and learned the following: 
“ The 
nose is simply a piece of cartilage, and its 
shape can bo changed with ease. 
Many 
people are troubled with noses whose 
sbap&s do not please their owners or their 
owners’ friends. 
The French machine con­ 
sists of a small shell in two parts, hinged 
together. 
It is made of iron, japanned or 
enameied. 
It is in shape inside that of a 
perfectly moulded nose, according to the 
type of the feature* of the wearer. 
Then 
you can obtain a Roman, Grecian, re­ 
trousse, aquiline or any other shape you 
desire. 
To apply the instrument, the nose 
is first bathed in warm water at bedtime 
and thoroughly heated and softened. Then 
it is well greased with olive oil, glycerine, 
vaseline or other oily r-ul>stance. 
Finally, 
the nose improver is fixed on and the 
sides clasped together and the wearer keel's 
it on all nigh', taking tare in the morning 
to wash in cold water only. 
It is a rather 
painful process at first, hut after the first 
two or three applications of the improver 
there is no more trouble.

month the nose begins to take its new 
sha;'.', aud at tho end of from eight to ten 
w.wks tlie alteration is said to be perfect 
nod permanent, that is, until the patient 
becomes tired of that particular shape and 
is desirous of having another, when the , 
sume operation with another instrument is * 
applied.

Thousands o f acres o f land 
from w hich in earlier tim es the gold had 
been extracted, and later on had been 
stripped o f its fine growth o f timber, was 
abandoned as useless and left to grow n c to 
chaparral until about six years ago, when it 
was found to produce excellent fruit. 
A 
few began system atically to cultivate vari­ 
ous fruits, though but a com paratively 
sm all quantity was shipped to market. 
W ithin the last three years, however, the 
quantity has greatly increased, until now it 
bus become very large, and the quality is 
adm itted tob e equal if not superior to any 
in the State, w hile alm ost every foot o f 
land is claim ed and is being rapidly settled, 
m ostly in from tw enty to eighty acre Iota. 
On every side wc see m en busily engaged 
in clearing, fencing and building houses, 
until the w hole face o f the country is being 
rapidly changed from unsightly brush to 
cultivated land and attractive orchards. 
Old residents say, “ ! never would have be­ 
lieved it;’’ and, indeed, they cannot yet 
realize that the laud they thought o f no 
value should prove to bo am ong the very 
best in tiie State for the cultivation o f fruit. 
Year after year, parties have gone from the 
m iddle and northern p ait o f t he Stri'e to 
look for fruit lunds in the southern coun­ 
ties, and often paid alm ost fabulous prices 
for land that produced neither better nor 
earlier fruit 
than 
can be grown here 
on land w hich w ould have cost them 
scarcely one-tenth the price there paid. 
But that see’ion was largely advertised, 
and 
those 
w ho 
had 
no 
personal 
know ledge of the value o f land here, nat­ 
urally went to see that concerning w hich 
they had read such glow ing descriptions. 
If it chanced to be in the winter season 
they saw the evergreen orange orchards 
bending beneath their yellow burdens, and 
the contrast between those and the leafless 
and fruitless branches at their own hom es 
m ade them enthusiastic for that section, 
but when they find to their surprise that 
we have a clim ate as delightful, a soil as 
productive and that the sam e variety of 
fruit, o f as lino quality, is raised here as 
there, they say to their friends, "rem ain 
here, the Stute offers nothing better.” 
A nd thus it is that people begin to rea­ 
lize this important fact, and realizing it. 
have set about clearing and cultivating the 
land here in earnest, though in truth they 
do not yet kn w the wonderful capacity or 
possibilities o f the clim ate and soil. 
Another great advantage for this section 
is tiio facility for shipping; being on the 
line o f the great overland railroad, with 
markets both east and west. 
Standing upon alm ost any knoll in this 
vicinity one can look out overa large por­ 
tion o f the Sacramento valley, in the west 
the Sacramento river glistens in the su n ­ 
light, and further south the dom e o f the 
Capitol loom s up nearly thirty m iles away, 
w hile the intervening space is tilled with 
hill and dale, wood and plain, m aking a 
very pretty picture.

Ill eh an gin"- the Codes in 
1880 to conform to tiie constitutional re­ 
quirem ents, a biil appropriated $75 per an­ 
num for the support o f orphaned and aban­ 
doned children, and this m oney h is been 
regularly drawn since by county and city 
officials throughout the State.

R ecokd-U niok ; Ten years ago Pen- 
ryn was know n only as the location o f a 
granite quarry. Thousands of acres o f land 
from wlii-ch in earlier tim es the gold had 
been extracted, and later on had been 
stripped o f its fine growth o f tim ber, was 
abandoned a* useless and left to grow nn to 
chaparral until about six years ago, w hen it 
was found to produce excellent fruit. 
A 
lew began system atically to cultivate vari­ 
ous fruits, though but a com paratively 
sm all quantity was shipped to market. 
W ithin the last throe years, however, the 
quantity has greatly increased, until now it 
has become very large, and the quality is 
admitted tob e equal if not superior to any 
in the State, w h ile alm ost every foot of 
land is claim ed and is being rapidly settled, 
m ostly in from twenty to eighty acre lots. 
On every side w e see m en busily engaged 
in clearing, fencing and building houses, 
until the w hole face o f the country is being 
rapidly changed from un sightly brush to 
cultivated land and attractive orchards. 
Old residents say, “ I never would have be­ 
lieved it;’’ and, indeed, they cannot yet 
realize that the land they thought o f no 
value should prove to bo am ong the very 
best in the State for the cultivation iff fruit. 
Year after year, parties have gone from the 
m iddle and northern pait o f the Sta'e to 
look for fruit lands in the southern coun­ 
ties, and often paid alm ost fabulous prices 
for land that produced neither better nor 
earlier fruit 
than 
can he grown here 
on land w hich would have cost them 
scarcely one-tenth the price there paid, 
llu t that section was largely advertised, 
and

w ho

personal 
knowledge of the value o f land here, nat­ 
urally went to see that concerning which 
they had read such glow ing descriptions. 
If it chanced to be in tbe w inter season 
they saw tbe evergreen orange orchards 
bending beneath their yellow burdens, and 
the contrast between those and tbe leafless 
and fruitless branches at their ow n homes 
made them enthusiastic for that section, 
but when they find to their surprise that 
we have a clim ate as delightful, a soil as 
productive and that the sam e variety of 
fruit, o f as fine quality, is raised here as 
there, they say to thoir friends, “ remain 
here, the State oilers nothing better.” 
A nd thus it is that people begin to rea­ 
lize tiiis important fact, and realizing it. 
have set about clearing and cultivating tbe 
land here in earnest, though in truth they 
do not yet know the wonderful capacity or 
possibilities o f the clim ate and soil. 
Another great advantage for tliis section 
is lito facility for shipping; being on the 
lino o f the groat overland railroad, with 
markets both east and west. 
Standing upon alm ost any knoll in this 
vicinity one can look out ov era large p o r ­ 
tion o f the Sacramento valley. In the west 
the Sacram ento river glistens in the su n ­ 
light, and further south the dom e o f the 
Capitol loom s up nearly thirty m iles away, 
w hile the intervening space is tilled with 
h ill and dale, wood and plain, m aking a 
very pretty picture.

Friday. March 6, 1885, 
Tho Senate was called lo o n ier at 11 a. >i., 
Lieutenant-Governor Daggett in the chair. 
Prayer by the Chaplain. Journal of Thursday 
read and approved. 
Assembly Bill No. 208,excluding Chinese chil- 
dreu from the public schools», was read a ¿ret 
ami second times and ordered engrossed. 
Assembly Bill No. 573. to provide for the sub­ 
mission to the qualified e’eetors oi the State, for 
their approval, ihe amendment or ameadmonts 
to the Constitution of the State of California 
proposed by the Legislature thereof at its 
twenty-sixth action, w as passed. 
Beauvnis introduced a resolution giving each 
of the journal clerks §150 extra pay. Keferred 
to Committee on Contingent h xpens-?R. 
The committee appointed to investigate the 
ofliee of secretary cf Slate made a lengthy re­ 
port, in which that officer was fully and com­ 
pletely exonerated, there being no apparent 
grounds for the charges. They compliment the 
Secretary and his office force, and claim that ills 
administration has been more economical than 
that of any of his predecessors, 'ihe report 
was unanimously adopted and ordered printed 
us an appendix to the journal. 
Senate Bill No 327, authorizing the city of 
Santa Cruz to issue bonds for the purchase of 
w ater works, w as passed. 
Senate Bill No. 328, appropriating $20,000 to 
complete the sewerage system of the Asylum 
for the Insane ut Siocktoii, by opening North- 
street Cunal, from the Asylum grounds to the 
San Joaquin rivefr was read a second time. 
Senate Bill No. JS1, to amend an A«:t provid­ 
ing for the organization, incorporation and gov­ 
ernment of municipal corporations, relating to 
the powers of the Boards of Trustees of cities of 
the sixth class, was paused. 
Keddy moved that the rules be suspended, 
and Assembly Bill No. 410 (Weaver' irrigation 
bill) be taken from the first reading file. 
Cox moved a call of the Senate. Carried. 
On roll cad. the only member found to be ab­ 
sent without leave w as Senator Baldw in. The 
SenUior w hs found iri the building, however, 
and brought be lore the bar of the house ami ex­ 
cused, on his explaining that he was attending 
to some business in the Assembly. 
Kecetsa. 
A ftern o o n Session. 
Reddy said the bill he wished to take up from 
the file out of order, Assembly Bill No. 110, was 
one that had been well considered by the citi­ 
zens throughout the section of country south of 
Sacramento; was framed by them, and meets 
w»th their hearty approbation. It was a bill to 
establtsh the laet whether or not they should bo 
al.owed to remain in their present homoe. The 
bill was introduced early in the session, yet it 
still slum hors on the tir.it reading file, and the 
sixty days allotted for legislation have passed.

S u p p o rt for th e A ged in d ig e n t. 
The San Francisco I ‘out o f last evening 
had tiie follow ing reference to a mutter in 
w hich Sacramento county m ay be inter­ 
ested ; 
In fram ing the new Constitution, a clause 
was inserted in the legislative article (Sec­ 
tion 22, Article IV.) prohibiting appropria­ 
tions to asylum s or h .-pitáis not under tbe 
exclusive control o f the State, expressly ex­ 
em pting from its operation any aid which 
the legislature m ight grant by a uniform 
rule to institutions for the support o f m inor 
orphans, half orphans, abandoned children 
or aged person* in indigent circum stances. 
And in case that such aid m ight be granted 
by the I. •gi-!.itnre to sui h institutions, r u ­ 
der church or other control, the Constitu­ 
tion made it mandatory to grant pro rata 
appropriations for the support o f sim ilar 
institutions under county, city and county, 
or town control. 
In changing the Codes in 
1880 to conform to the constitutional re­ 
quirem ents. a bill appropriated $7-5 per an­ 
num for the supp rt of orphaned and aban­ 
doned children, and this m oney has been 
regularly drawn sir e - by county and city 
officials throughout the State, 
in the ses­ 
sion o f 18:2-8 tho Legislature, to m ore fully 
carry out tbe intention o f the Constitution, 
inserted a proviso allow ing $100 per annum 
for the support o f each aged person, sixty 
years being fixed in tbe A ct as the age o f 
the pauper lo be entitled to the benefits of 
the Act, in every institution conducted for 
the care o f such persons.. 
Som ehow the city officials, although re­ 
ceiving 
ivgutarly the appropriation f’.r 
orphan child:' n, never knew of the ex­ 
istence o f the am endm ent until a few 
we'-ks ago, when Supervisor Kutiklor, in 
pouring over the statutes o f 1888. m ade the 
w elcom e discovery that the city had a bo­ 
nanza.

To Mr. Keating's surprise, tho Controller 
took the ground that the bill was uncon­ 
stitutional, ami, to still further back him - 
s.-lt in bis position, expressed the opinion 
that the fourth subdivisión of the last sec­ 
tion, w hich was incorporated to prevent it 
being abused, prohibited the San Francisco 
A lm shouse from obtaining any State aid 
under th e Act. 
Tht subdivision declares: 
‘‘ That no pers .n under tho age of sixty 
years shall tie deem ed an aged person in 
indigent circum stances w ithin the m eaning 
of t Ills Act.” 
The ground taken by the Controller is 
that for any county to obtain State aid for 
iis aged pun p. is it m ust provide under the 
above subdivision separate m aintenance 
for ail aged persons in indigent circuni- 
stanv.-s.
